At the opening of school in September, 1960 Mr. 
Anthony was succeeded by Mr. Hugh O’Connor as 
teacher of the eighth grade and director of the physi- 
cal education and sports program. Mr. O’Connor is 
a graduate of Springfield College and has had experi- 
ence as a city recreation program director. Ossipee 
is fortunate to have a devoted and effective corps 
of teachers. 


The school health services were under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Gertrude Dale, R. N., and she is con- 
tinuing her efficient work in this position during the 
current year. Examination of those participating in 
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the sports program is made by Dr. Francis J. C. 
Dube. 


During the year a total of 199 pupils were en- 
rolled with an average membership of 192.2 pupils. 
In September, 1960 the school opened with 194 pupils 
enrolled. 


Enrollment in high schools was as follows:

Of the high school pupils currently enrolled 18 
are seniors. The eighth grade has an enrollment of 
28 pupils, making a potential high school enrollment 
in 1961-62 of 79 pupils. Tuition rates announced for 
1961-62 are: Brewster Academy $360.00, Kennett High 
School $395.00, and Quimby School $375.00. 


At the last annual Town Meeting it was voted to 
deed the Community House to the School District. 
At the School District meeting it was voted to 
authorize the school board to accept the deed of the 
Community House and land. With some alterations 
this building can be adapted to use by the school for 
storage rooms, more efficient school lunch service, and 
possibly office space for the superintendent of schools. 


During the past year committees have made a 
study of a proposed cooperative school district to 
provide a junior high school and a senior high school 
for ten towns with the schools to be located in Con- 
way. This is intended to provide instruction for 
grades seven through twelve. Reports of this study 
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should be available prior to our annual district meet- 
ing, and an article in the warrant with reference to 
this proposed cooperative. 


At the last annual district meetings Effingham, 
Freedom, Madison and Ossipee appropriated funds to 
be used for music instruction. These districts jointly 
engaged Mrs. Dagny Blouin as the music teacher. This 
is the first time our pupils have experienced the ad- 
vantage of music instruction by a professionally 
trained music teacher. Mrs. Blouin holds the degree 
of Bachelor of Music, and has taken education courses 
at the University of New Hampshire. Necessarily 
the instruction this first year is elementary, but the 
children are making good progress and are enjoying 
the experience. Mrs. Blouin is to be complimented 
on the good work she is doing. 


During the past year the basement room, former- 
ly used as a shop, has been decorated and equipped 
for use as a school library. Mrs. Ruby Pearson serves 
as librarian. Prior to this our collection of reference 
and supplementary books had been stored in the vari- 
ous classrooms and the principal’s office. The present 
arrangement makes for greater availability of these 
books to all the children with a consequent increased 
circulation. Several books have been added during the 
current year and it is planned to build, gradually, a 
good collection of reference books and children’s liter- 
ature graded at the various levels. The response 
by the children as shown by the circulation records, 
is very gratifying. 


It has been my privilege to serve as your super- 
intendent of schools during the past fifteen years. 
My association with members of the school board, 
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teachers, citizens, and pupils has been very pleasant, 
and is most earnestly appreciated.
